It's a done deal - on Monday, Lord Mayor Pat Darte was able to tour the high school the Town has purchased from the 
District School Board of Niagara. His hope is that the building that was once Niagara District Secondary School will 
open one day to again serve as a high school, possibly with some elementary school grades as well. 


The deal is done, and Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte, key in hand, 
has had an opportunity to tour 
the former high school on 
Niagara Stone Road. 

It was a good deal for $1.67 
million - the building has 
some issues, including asbes¬ 
tos, but structurally, it's in 
good shape, says Darte. 

His overwhelming sense 
when he walked the halls, he 
added, is how huge it is. 

"It's much larger than any 
sense you get of the building 
when you look at it from the 
outside," said Darte. 

"You think you've seen it all, 
and then you find another 
section you didn't know exist¬ 
ed.” 

The high school once held 
1,500 students, and Darte's 

again filled with students bus¬ 
tling on their way to class. 

"If I don't see that building 
used to bring education back 
to town, I'll feel like my term 
has been a failure," he said.

Rumours swirling around 
Niagara-on-the-Lake about 
the possibility of the closure 
of the Upper Canada Lodge 
long- term care home by the 
Region of Niagara has 


prompted town councillors 
to seek some answers. 

The facility is one of three

Staff to investigate Gate St. cottage rental

Homeowners living near 
357 Gate St. in the Old Town 
want a cottage rental licence 
for the property revoked. 

Centre St. resident J.R. 
Shankman appealed to 
town council Monday on 
behalf of four other neigh¬ 
bours for the cancellation of 
the licence. He said the 
property owner is violating 
bylaws that regulate the 
number of bedrooms 
allowed for cottage rentals 
and rules for amenity space 


for guests. 

Shankman said the Gate 
St. property has been issued 
cottage licences twice 
despite the fact that there 
are more than three bed¬ 
rooms for rent. He showed a 
listing on the Niagara 
Holiday Rentals website that 
advertises the house as “3,2 
bedrooms, sleeps up to 8'! 

“In addition, 357 Gate St. 
has disregarded the use of 
the amenity area,” said 
Shankman, noting there is a 
large deck on the side of the 
property, visible to the 
street, with seating for up to 
eight people. 


He said the property 
owner “duped the town 
staff” by temporarily cover¬ 
ing one of the bedroom win¬ 
dows to avoid applying for a 
villa licence to accommo- 

"The town must protect 
the residents." 

He said he has tried to 
contact bylaw officers on 
the weekend about licence 
violations, but his calls were 
not returned. 

“The house is unkempt 
and overgrown with weeds,” 
Shankman added. 

Chief administrative offi¬ 
cer Mike Galloway said

The Town is being asked 
to amend the Official Plan 
and zoning bylaws to 
allow for increased den¬ 
sity and to accommodate 
the height of the building, 
says planner Aaron 
Butler. 

Parking would be

The two lots are beside 
the corner property, 
where a house was tom 
down and the lot rezoned 
for commercial purposes 
limited to an office build¬ 
ing. 

Neighbours opposed 
the idea of creeping com¬ 
mercialism on that side of 
Mississauga St. and coun¬ 
cil refused the rezoning 
request, but the Ontario 
Municipal Board agreed 
with the developer in that

Good news, bad news 


The best news we’ve heard for a 
long time is Lord Mayor Pat Darte’s 
determination to bring secondary 
school education back to town. 

It’s not new, of course - there have 
been discussions about that possibil¬ 
ity since the school board put the 
former high school property up for 
sale and the town council made a 
commitment to negotiate for its pur- 

However, with Darte’s passion and 
vision for the property, it’s almost 
possible to believe it could actually 
happen. And if it does, especially with 
the partnerships he is talking about, it 
would be a huge asset for the town - 
not to mention how good it would 
feel to see our teenagers back as part 
of the community. 

Congratulations to councillors, 
both last term and this, for having the 
courage of their convictions and pur¬ 
chasing the building so that it can 
once again serve the community. 

The bad news is that there could 


even be debate about the closure of 
Upper Canada Lodge. 

The rumours that the Region is 
considering dumping some of its 
long-term care homes began last fall. 

At the very time when stakeholders 
were discussing the need for renova¬ 
tions at the regional facility as possi¬ 
bly including some palliative care 
beds, there was also talk that it could 
be closing. 

Hard to imagine, when there is 
already such a shortage of long-term 
care beds. That there is even a possi¬ 
bility that Upper Canada, the only 
regional long-term care facility in 
NOTL, could close, is outrageous. 
And alarming. Especially in a town 
that has such a high percentage of 
seniors, and extremely limited trans¬ 
portation to other municipalities. 

Kudos to councillors who are being 
proactive in looking at the issue now, 
before it’s too late, and we lose one 
more valuable asset of our commu-

Those who voted to 
dump the commish, 
including St. Catharines 
rep Andrew Petrowski 
(whose behavior generated 
most of the cost for the 
commissioner's work last 
year), argued the post 
wasn't necessary. 

We can police ourselves, 
they say. But the funda¬ 
mental reason they wanted 
to dump the commish was 
because it was a waste of 
money. It cost too much. 
By getting rid of the com¬ 
missioner they are saving 
the tax payers dollars. 

The idea that council¬ 
lors are capable of policing 
themselves - which is like 
asking a seal to believe a 
shark that promises it won't 
bite - is ridiculous and eth¬ 
ically troubling. As I noted 
last month, council's code 
of conduct is meaningless 
if there is no consequence 
to violating it. 

Niagara Falls councillor 
Bob Gale has suggested the 
chairman can resolve dis¬ 
putes (even though the 
chair has no real investiga¬ 
tive or disciplinary pow¬ 
ers) but didn't think far 
enough ahead to ask the 


obvious question, "What 
do you do when there are 
complaints against the 
chair?” 

If this council believed 
in responsibility, transpar¬ 
ency and accountability, it 
would happily keep the 
commissioner on board. It 
would say to Niagara citi¬ 
zens that they take seri¬ 
ously the trust placed in 
them as elected reps. 

That they don't is bad 
enough. But the financial 
argument for getting rid of 
the commissioner is so 
hilariously awful, particu¬ 
larly given what else the 
council did Thursday night, 
that every member of that 
body should be deeply 
embarrassed. 

See, the commissioner 
is on call. He only gets paid 
when and if he has a com¬ 
plaint to investigate. 
Meaning, so long as the 
councillors behave them¬ 
selves, there isn't a cost to 
worry about. The $24,000 
spent in 2014 on the com¬ 
missioner was because 
there were complaints to 
investigate. 

The commissioner is 
basically like the fire extin¬ 
guisher on the wall. You 
don't want to have to use it, 


but you're glad it's there 
when you need it. So the 
argument that the com¬ 
missioner is a "waste" of 
money is vapid and point- 

After patting themselves 
on the back for (not) sav¬ 
ing tax payers money by 
eliminating an effective 
method of ethical trans¬ 
parency, council voted to 
give itself a raise. 

(Feel free to kick some¬ 
thing at this point. Trust 
me, you'll feel better.) 

The raise councillors 
gave themselves will cost 
tax payers more than 
$28,000 a year. For the next 
four years.

Sometimes relatively minor

That said, the payoff for 
humans has been less 
impressive. In the early days 
of genomic sequencing 
many hoped that most dis¬ 
eases for which genes were 
thought to play a key role 
would mm out to involve a 
single genes and single 
mutations at that. That turns 
out to be hue for some dis¬ 
eases such as Huntington’s 
chorea.

There are powerful tools 
for finding out some of the 
answers such as knocking 
out specific healthy genes in 
a convenient animal such as 
the mouse - who inciden¬ 
tally share many of our 
genes - or splicing misbe¬ 
having genes from humans 
into the mouse to learn how 
those miscreant genes cause 
trouble. 

There’s another wrinkle 
too: genes may be silenced 
or activated by environmen- 

netic' changes may be 
passed on to successive gen¬ 
erations, without recourse 
to changes in the genome. 

So behavioral and other 
traits may be acquired 
through environmental 
influences and even passed 
on without messing with the 

entered the controversial 
field of epigenetics. 

Sequencing your genome 
may provide clues to wheth- 

for problems such as hyper¬ 
tension and diabetes but life 
style is probably a better way 
to predict risk for most

which when they workprop- 
erly repair breaks in DNA, 
are associated with a high 
risk of breast and/or ovarian 
cancer. Knowing you have 
mutations in these genes 
has prompted some patients 
to take preemptive action 
such as removing both 
breasts or more conserva¬ 
tively, careful surveillance. 

But recent evidence how- 


caused by 
hereditary genetic abnor¬ 
malities but simple bad-luck 

aging, environmental fac¬ 
tors, dietary habits and other 
hard to pin down factors. 

One hope on everyone’s 
horizon for well over 10 
years has been gene therapy 
- the substitution of healthy 
genes for pathological ones. 

The concepts are beguil- 
ingly simple but in practice 
challenging to pull off, which 
is why these approaches 
have not really taken off so 


far. Identifying the abnor¬ 
mal genes and inserting 
normal copies into all of the 
affected cells in the body is 
tricky and not without risk. 

On the optimistic side 
sequencing of the human 
genome has become more 

cheaper and many of the 
pipe dreams of just a few 
years ago are becoming 
practical tools for diagnosis
